Upon education, by w Inch wre mean the 


whole training, moral and intellectual, de- 
pends the safety of a free people. 
And a« 


upon tlie'char»cler of the women of any 
ration, its moral and religious position, its 
inlelhrtual and all olh'T innoblmg char- 
acteristics rest, !n a re|iublie thii is emin- 
ently the case. There was something o~ 
the heroic and the noble in the deference 
which Christian chivalry paid lo wome 
In the early days of this confederacy, 
practical value was added lo chivalric usig 
The deference allowed, and the respect pai 
to women in the Unit-id Stales, have bee 
often remarked by intelligent traveller: 
The women of America have been tacitl 
treated as the chief power in the Stale 
They have charge of the nuVation of ou 
children; they form the characters of ou 
men; and in their hand rests the detcrmin 
ation of ihe success or failure of the grea 
experiment now in progress upon this con- 
tinent. 


Women have in this country a great ad- 


vantage, which is forfeited only by their 
own'co^sent. As a sort of riiviuilies, or al 
jeast the piiestcsses of social rel'gion, they 
n.re approached only with kindness ai-tl 
honor, until their claim to c^i" iteration is 
lost. It is not accident which, in some 
classes of society, is depriving titem of ti: 
conservative p ,n-er which they have wield- 
ed to happily. 
Our lath rs piided them- 


selves upon republican simplicity, but the 
boast of many in Ihi* generation has been 
superiority lo such an antiquated notion. 
We have sought rather the importation of 
foreign lollies. We have commended the 
intellectual elevation of our women in over- 
coming o d-fashioned prudishness, and in 
looking wilh as much composure as any 
Mass European upon beautiful enormities, 
and the elegant liberties of pseudo high 
life. 


In art aiid literature a downward prog- 


ress has been manifest. 
A fteling of lati- 


tude amounting, if not to licentiousness in 
fact, to the enjoyment of ilie contemn! iliim 
of its phases, has been increniini;. In lit 
eralure Indies weep over and admire hern 
ines, any one of whose tiaits would cxcludi 
a living woman from society, even now 
Highly wrought laics and exquisite pictures 
of passion are presented for their admira 
lion. Music and tin drama, pen and pen 
cil, fumis'i to the educated and, by courtc 
iy,'tlic refined, the same enjoyment which 
coarser tasles find in less elaborate per- 
formances. 


We do not charge that this demoraliza- 


tion is universal. There are communities 
in which the people are so far behind the 
age that they still call things by their right 
names j where mm do not repel the sus- 
picion of being correct in principles, lest 
they should be though! mean spirited, and 
where women do not disguise their natural 
disgust for licenliousness. 
But even into the quiet country towns that 
form, so to speak, the strongholds of vir- 
tue and republican mninls, the infection 
crce|H by a thousand channels ; not the 
least of them, the pernicious sheets, full of 
mawkish love-stories and ill disguised sen-
